which occaſioned ſome diſpute,but Six #/i{[iam Drake then preſſed that the Poll 
might be opened and the queſtionableVotes examined, and that ſuch as appear- 
ed to have the Majority of good Votes might be returned, and for that pur- 

doſe the Poll was produced ; But by the means of Mr. Sydney and ſome pre- 
ent an his behalf the younger Conftable(having by ſurprize gotten the Precept 
into his hands) was prevailed withal , (before the Poll was caſt up , and the 
queſtionable Votes examined) to return Sir Roger Hill and Mr. Sydzey, not- 
withſtanding Sir //illiam Drake deſired the Poll might be firſt infpe&ted and 
examined, and was ready and offered to make out the Exceptions againſt 12 of 
Mr.Sja»ey's Votes , ſo that Sir /#/illiam Drake not being able to procure Juſtice 
from'the younger Conſtable,applied to the other,and the Poll beiog produced, 
opened, caſt up and examined, the Numbers and Exceptions appearing as a- 
bove, the other being the firſt and Chief Conſtable of the Burrough,proclaim- 
ed and returned Sir Roger Hill and Sir /Eiam Drake to be duly Elected.
